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A Potpouri of News and V iew s 


From the Los Angeles Financial News 


Use of the Telephone 
Thoro are more telephones iii Los Anodos than 
in tim whole of Italy and there are two-third more 
telephones in use in Los Angeles than in the city 
of Liverpool, although the latter is three times as 
large as the first named. These figures are obtained 
from an address delivered in New York by T. Com- 
merford Martin, secretary of tile National Electric 
Light Association and special officer of the Census 
Bureau cf tile United States. 
His topic was “Gov­ 
ernment Ownership 
of the Telephones.’’ 
In the 
course of his address he said: 
“’I in1 telegraph industry is rarely growing at all, 
and there is one very good reason for that in the 
fact that we make such an enormous use of tile tele­ 
phone. 
I have recently been reading some figures 
and statistics from Washington purporting to come 
from the Postmaster-General, and pointing out how 
vastly greater is tin* use of tin* telegraph til at they 
make in England than they do in this country, 
Well, 
God bless them, they can have it. 
I was over in 
Paris last October, and tried for hours to use the 
Government telephone system. 
I might just as well 
have tried to talk to the moon. 
Instead of contin­ 
uing my efforts, I either took a taxi or sent some of 
those little letters that they call petit bleu, and they 
go there everv time, with more or less delay, of 
course, consequent on being Government service. 
'in London I had a luncheon engagement with 
some twelve or fourteen central station managers 
of that city. 
The Government has taken over the 
telephone system, 
There was a slight change of 
hours necessary in my a r r a n t merits for that lunch­ 
eon, and for two hours a friend and myself tried to 
reach the different gentlemen and notify them of tile 
change of time. 
At last, in sheer disgust, we threw 
it up and sent taxicabs for them. 
That is the kind 
of service that the distinguished Postmaster-General 
in Washington is recommending to us. 
“I want to give you a few figures which I think 
will he illustrative of the point that I am making. 
They are very significant. 
London is three times as 
large as Chicago and has fewer telephones. 
Paris 
is twice as large as Boston and has only one-half 
as many. 
Liverpool is three times as large as Los 
Angeles and has barely one-third as many tele­ 
phones. 
Birmingham, that great Industrial throb* 
idng heart of England, lias over ro d .non population, 
with 4000 fewer telephones than Grand Rapids, Midi., 
which lias only 140,000 people. 
In all of France 
there are fewer telephones than in Chicago. 
In 
Russia there are fewer telephones than iii Philadel­ 
phia, and Heaven knows that is saying a good deal, 
when even here in our own country we speak of the 
Hudson tube as the “road to yesterday.’’ 
In Italy, 
in all of Italy—and that is a pretty progressive coun­ 
try, even if some of the most enterprising citizens 
do occasionally look in on us 
’here arc fewer tele­ 
phones than in Los Angeles. 
There arc more tele- 
phoni s in Toledo, 0., than In all Spain. 
And there 
are more telephones in Kansas City than tile whole 
of Belgium. 
And all the telephones in this country 
have been developed by our own individualism and 
private enterprise, and every one of those countries 
has got a Government system, and we are recom­ 
mended to adopt it." 


Passenger for Each Seat 
In view of differences between passengers for San 
Pedro and the Pacific Electric Company, the former 
demanding a seat or no fare, the trouble always 
occurring during rush hours, the story of an Illinois 
town may be cited, as it throws a great deal of light 
upon a subject that bas been the cause of many, 
many differences between patron and corporation. 
Here is the story which is apropos: 
“Out in Joliet, 111., the' city council wanted Hie 
street railway company to run enough cars to give 
a seat to each passenger even in the rush hours. 
’rho company came back by asking the council to 
furnish a passenger for each seat throughout the 
day. 
The compaa) stated that in the all-day opera­ 
tion of its cars there were available for the use of 
passengers 40,114 seats, while the company only 
carried 13,11" passengers a day so that, in fact, the 
company averaged throughout the day three seats 
for each passenger, with 775 seats over. 
For two 
periods of the day the cars were crowded, and the 
remainder of the time they ran practically empty. 
The officials of the company told tho council: ‘Our 
franchise requires that we run oars at regular in­ 
tervals throughout the day, whether there* is busi­ 
ness for them or not. 
Our expenses remain the 
same. 
The wages per car tier hour average about 
52 cents, not to mention other expenses. 
Now. if 
we could reduce tho number of cars during the day 
when there is not much travel, we could then acord 
to put on extra cars during the rush hours.” *
